Program speakers include staff representatives from the Board of Equalization and Franchise
Tax Board. According to Chairman Chiang, “The Tax Amnesty Program gives California
taxpayers an opportunity to remedy their past tax filing indiscretions if they understated their
income, overstated a deduction, or failed to file a tax return at all.”

Eligible individual or business taxpayers who owe past-due income, franchise, or sales and use
taxes to the State of California may be able to avoid most penalties, fees, and possible
prosecution by participating in the California Tax Amnesty program. To participate, interested
taxpayers must complete and submit an amnesty application to the Franchise Tax Board or
Board of Equalization by March 31, 2005.

“Participation in tax amnesty gives taxpayers satisfaction in knowing they have contributed to
the education of California’s children, public safety and public health programs,” Chiang said.
